Australia has operated a national sweepstako. 
for many years with all profits going to the 
state for hospital purposes. This system forms an 
outlet for that urge to take a chance and, at the 
same tima, raises much necded funds for hospitals. 

Why 
not legalize a national lottery based on the 
sweepstakoe principle, all profits to be carmarked 
ni some public purpose? Why not aliow cash pro- 
vinee to legalize and licens: small games of 
chance, such as bingo, for the benefit of local 
organizations? Why not allow the provinces to . 
operate cxclusively in the field of betting on 
sporting events, such as horse racing? If these 
games of chance were legalized as a monopoly of 
all levels of government, private operation of 
any form of gambling being strictly prohibited, 
the public would bar ygstedat be Rrccyeres from Crook- 
ed manipulators and would not be viniating a law 
every time some socioty wished vo raise a few 
dollars. .
